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REPORT OF THE VICE-PRESIDENT 

July 1st, 1935. 
His Excellency, Oscar K. Allen, 

Governor of the State of Louisiana and 

Ex-Officio President, 

Board of Administrators of the Charity Hospital, 

Baton Rouge, Louisiana. 

Dear Governor Allen: 

The annual report of the Board at Administrators of the Charity Hos- 
pital at New Orleans, Louisiana, for the twelve months ending June 30, 
1935, is herewith respectfully submitted. 

In the interests of clearness and force, it is self-evident that at best, 
it is manifestly impossible to justify an attempt in this annual- report to 
discuss in detail the work that has been done during this period, in all 
departments of the hospital. The magnitude of, and the detailed admin- 
istrative activities and departmental functions and accomplishments will be 
included in the Superintendent's report and those of department heads. 
Correct hospitalization is a stortlingly exact business as well as an art and 
a science; there are so many angles to this business; so many departments 
to be maintained efficiently; there is such interlocking of hospital me- 
chanics, that to attempt to picture this job in this report is staggeringly 
bewildering, since knowledge of correct hospitalization is not obtained over 
night. For au adequate idea as to the magnitude of the task of our 
iitiiiptr's organization and management, therefore, and for a comprehensive 
picture of its numerous activities, I urge you to read the reports of the 
Superintendent and beads of departments. 

The operating expenses for the year ending June 30, 1935, amounted 
to $1,358,054.12. As compared with operating expenses of similar institu- 
tions, this amount is appallingly small. The total number of admissions to 
the hospital was 67,952; the total number of consultations in the Out- 
Patient Department was 473,986. The daily average cost per patient day 
in the hospital was $1.24, the daily average cost per visit in the Out- Patient 
Department was .207 cents. 

The very low cost per patient day is possible only by the practice of 
the must riK'tl economy ant! the stinting of necessities, which, at first 
thought, may seem commendable, but which is actually shocking when 
the full realization of the meaning of such economy "strikes home," for 
evidently, something alon g the "hospital mar!" Is being sacrificed IS IT 
AT THE COST OF THE SICK? As stated in previous annual reports, it is 
humiliating to be obliged to make the confession that the Charity Hospital 
is operating at the very low cost per patient day of $1.24, which is lower 
than any other general hospital of its size and kind in the country. With 
the cost of operating the Charity Hospital at New Orleans higher than it 
was last year and still rising, and considering the income which was placed 
at our disposal, it was a wearing struggle to maintain the highest standards 
of hospital efficiency. 

For several years expenditures have been cut to the bone by the 
Board of Administrators. In many departments, salaries far below the 
standards of common decency have been maintained.

If the Charity Hospital population were decreasing, the situation 
would be different — but the population is increasing, due to the same, old, 
usual number of poor sick and injured who have always in tiie past and 
will continue in the future to demand Charity Hospital service, as well as 
to the large number of unemployed who are sick, suffering and injured, 
being compelled to seek admission to the hospital and out-patient depart- 
ment, because of the distressing and unfavorable economic situation. These 
dements obviously are increasing the expenditures of the institution for 
iiiiJntenance, as are the iucreases in essential repairs and replacements to 
the old, worn-out buildings which are imperative and urgently required 
the constant changes and advances in modern hospital organization and 
management, since there is no limit to the calls for improvement and highly 
tecliuical service in order to maintain the highest standards of efficiency 
and to render humanitarian service to an entire community. The above 
essentials are potent factors in the hospital's expenditures, and are making 
fearful and tremendous inroads in the budget. 

In a time of depression, and until the principles of business freedom 
can provide private work for every willing worker, there is no alternative 
but for the Charity Hospital to provide medical and surgical care for the

It is very evident, therefore, that the Charity Hospital needs more 
money for maintenance. There is no jetting around that. The only ques- 
tion for debate is, as to how it is to be obtained The problem is n<> 
longer one for the Board of Administrators; it is the State's problem, 
demanding solution by the Legislature when that body meets. 

I wish to emphasize that in the capacity of administering to the noor 
sick and injured of our State, the Board of Administrators of the ' Charity 
Hospital realizes thai theirs is a vast field for profitable investment of 
public funds in a three-fold activity; First, it is industrial, U .is employ- 
ment of several hundred persons, its tremendous investment of several 
million dollars in the physical plant, and its use of over one million dollars 
for its maintenance each year; secondly, it is scientific, since it plays a 
valuable part in advancing the worlds scientific knowledge in the cure 

and prevent, on ,.| disease and in medical education; third, and perhaps 

most important, is its humanitarian and philanthropic function in our ever. 

, friendly and efficient services rendered for the alleviation of the 
suffering sick and injured and the elimination of disability. 

From the above investment, then is an economic return coming hand- 
in-hand with our expen.lit.ires. which return is in improved hospital faciS 
ties and more efficient .services rendered to the poor who are sick" am 1 
injured, which return cannot be measured in money values, because its 
dividends are rather in human values -the poor, the sick, the suffering the 
injured, the helpless and non-productive once more become happy health* 
and productive individuals and useful citizens, and so the number f 
unfortunate cares upon the State are diminished, which all sienifie antlv 
reflects something more than money. 

In reviewing the work of the past year, we are impressed with the 
general all-around progress that has been made in the hospital The Board 
Of Administrators is deeply grateful for the splendid, satisfactory and effi 
cirril services rendered in every depart tneut of the institution i Chances in 
the staff and personnel will be found in the Superintendent's report < It b 
I source oi considerable satisfaction and pride that many of our former 
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internes, nurses, social workers and technicians now hold important positions 
on the staffs of other institutions. 

The building of additions to the Nurses' Home and the White Female 
Building was necessitated by reason of the removal of the White Female 
Building erected in 1924-25, in preparation for its future occupancy as an 
infectious disease hospital. This building, as its name implies, was formerly 
used for white, female cases, and the upper floors were used as a temporary 
dormitory for nurses. These changes are much welcomed for the very good 
reasons 1hat they make it possible to house our mtrscs in buildings other 
than those ordinarily and primarily intended for hospital service to the 
and thereby necessarily tend to promote an elevation of the .stand- 
ards of our training school, while at the same time, adequate accommo- 

11 will be provided for the treatment of infectious diseases, which 
service, heretofore, was inefficient and overcrowded, and additionally, will 
permit the segregation of typhoid patients, which is so urgent. 

With reference to the budget, I wish to say the Secretary- Treasurer's 
report sets forth in detail, all expenditures and receipts of the past twelve 
months for operating the Charity Hospital, and includes all properties 
exclusive of that used by the hospital, which records donations and inheri- 
tances as far back as 1841. 

A most difficult and most important task of hospital administration 
is the showing of efficiency in expenditure. The Board of Administrators 

:s on operating costs for the normal functions of the hospital which 
are very modest; it figures on such essential needs as are called for by 
every consideration of prudence; it figures on a very conservative allow- 
ance; however, as hospital activities grow, so do expenditures; therefore, 
there must be a frank recognition of the most urgent and imperative neces- 
sity nf more money to make provision for the institution's needs in order 
that this grand, old, charitable institution of mercy may continue to render 
its humanitarian services to the unfortunate, poor, suffering sick and 
injured persons in our State, 

The demands upon the facilities of the hospital exceed its capacity, 
and the greatly overcrowded conditions and congestion in the clinical work 
of the institution continue to present the same problems that were shown 
to exist in the last annual report. The task of the Charity Hospital is a 
continuous one; it does not end with the present depression. The actual 
needs of the institution are carcfullv studied and well planned in advance 
and some of its program looks ahead for twenty years or more. We can- 
BOl put our hospital in order and assume (hat it will remain in order 
forever. 

What remains to be done? No one who has studied the physical needs 
of the Charity Hospital as reflected in many of our past annual reports 
and as broadly outlined in the reports or the Superintendent and those of 
the department heads, can be at a toss for the answer. The answer is so 
plain and so simple, viz., AN ENTIRE, NliW HOSPITAL PLANT A 
LARGER APPROPRIATION FOR MAINTENANCE. 

N THOUGH we are still operating in the old, worn-out, fire- 
hazard physical plant, which is constantly needing repairs in order to take 
care of the most urgent work of actually keeping the physical phnt in 
running condition and to eliminate emulilioas which are dangerous to life- 
EVEN THOUGH the inadequacy of accommodation, due to the number 
of beds available in the hospital not being proportional to the daily number 
of patients, causes an overcrowded and unhygienic condition which is not 
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in keeping with modern hospital management and should be condemned; 
EVEN THOUGH wc are housing our nurses iu an old, obsolete home 
deficient in quality and quantity; EVEN THOUGH the number of nurses 
to the number oi woefully deficient; EVEN THOUGH the 

problem oi tl Utsport Ition of patients who no longer require hospitalization 
continues to lie one of momentous importance, and this almshouse service 
increases out hospital expenditures without any benefit to the individu-il 
himself; EVEN THOUGH it is painfully evident that the appropriation 
f,)r tie na ' oi 'lie hospital is appallingly inadequate, and it is a 

wearing struggle to strive to maintain high standards of efficiency and to 
.n spirit, nevertheless, in spite of all the above 
mentioned "even i houghs," we are glad to say that these staggering handi- 
caps are in no waj I. dampening the enthusiasm, the scientific 
1,111,1 an services and the careful study oi the many prob- 
lems which ever confront your Board of Administrators.

I am, therefore, 
once more compelled to repeat, and I cannot too strongly emphasize that 
the most urgent needs, the needs of the hour are. AN ENTIRE, NEW. 
MODERN PHYSICAL PLANT AND MORE MONEY FOR MAIN- 
TENANCE. 

If at the present lime the State is unable to provide an entire, new, 
modern physical plant, then the next most urgent need is a modern home 
for nurses, of adequate size, to accommodate six hundred or more nurses, 
with an appropriation of sufficient amount to properly maintain the neces- 
sary number of nurses. How humiliating to acknowledge that the number 
of nurses to patients is woefully deficient! 

To Governor Oscar K. Allen and the members of the Legislature, 
whose support has made possible the accomplishments of the past year, 
the Board of Administrators is truly grateful. 

The Board of Administrators is doing its part in every commendable 
to make available in Charity Hospital all that is best in scientific 
development, in the prevention and cure of disease, in the alleviation of 
suffering and the elimination of disability and in the promotion of medical 
education.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT

Gentlemen: 

In summarizing the activities of the hospital for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1935 four important facts are noteworthy, 

1. The upward trend of admissions and the over-crowded condition 
of the wards and clinics, 

2. The tremendous increase in demands made on the various depart- 
ments due to the greatly increased admissions. 

3. The uninterrupted progress in hospital and staff activities in spite 
of the handicaps mentioned above. 

4. A further decrease in the death-rate over that of previous years 
being 2A1'i> during the past year as compared to 2.6% for 1933 
and ZS% for 1927. 

Tables 1, 2, and 3 clearly indicate the increase in admissions from 
year to year, beginning with 1927. 

Tables 4, a, and G show typical examples of the increasing volume, frmn 
year to year, in the demands made upon the various departments. If the 
activities of the other hospital departments were similarly tabulated they 
woidd show a corresponding increase in volume of services rendered. 

Tables 7 and 8 indicate the per capita cost and the net death rate 
from 1927 to the end of the past fiscal year. We are not very enthusiastic 
over our small per capita cost, but we point with pride to the gradual de- 
crease in the death rate. The purpose of the hospital, after all, is the saving 
of lives, and restoring to health the sick and incapacitated so thai 
may return to useful occupations.

Died April 2nd, 1934

With profound sorrow, we, the members of the Board of Administra- 
tors, record the death of one of our most earnest, faithful, conscientious and 
loyal employees, DR. GEORGE FARRAR PATTON, a man who was 
respected and loved by all his associates, and a man who instilled confi- 
dence in his co-workers, which meant so much for the successful and effi- 
cient operation of our Record Room over which he was the guiding head 
for so many years. 

Dr. Patton was richly endowed with those rare qualifications of devo- 
tion, consideration, dependability and culture, which with his charming 
personality and genteel manner, made him one of the most respected and 
loved physicians of our profession. 

Dr. George Farrar Patton, recognized wherever he was known for his 
ability as a physician, teacher, civic leader, author and above all a gentle- 
man, an outstanding figure in the medical profession of our beloved city, 
recently dropped from the ranks of the medical world after having lived 
far beyond the period allotted to man, and up to his last illness, leading 
a busy and most useful life.

Dear Sirs: 

As an indication of the increasing use made of the Heart Station, 
comparison of the number of electrocardiograms taken each year from 
1931 may prove to be interesting. In 1931, the number was 1533; in 1933, 
1381; in 1IJ33, 3149; in 1934, 3723; and in 1935 (six months, January-June* 
2089. 

During the past year, an effort has been made to increase the use- 
fulness of the service rendered by the introduction of a numerical s< 
system. This system is largely based upon the study and experience of i he 
Director during the past several years. The value of the system is two- 
fold: First, its application insures a detailed study and evaluation of each 
detail of the electrocardiographic record, thus obviating oversights; and 
secondly, the numerical value assigned states more definitely than words 
our estimate of the extent of pathological change indicated. 

The hoped-for opening of a heart clinic, th^ standards of which shall 
be acceptable to the American Heart Association, will afford further oppor- 
tunity for the detailed and accurate case studies which are an essential for 
most publication. 

In conclusion, my thanks are due to the Superintendent and Boarj 
of Administrators for their continued cooperation; to the staff for its in* 
telligent and unremitting attention to duty; and to Drs. Hull, Gouaux and 
Young, for invaluable assistance.

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PHYSICAL THERAPY DEPARTMENT REPORT 

July 1, 1935. 

Dr. Arthur Vidrinc, Superintendent, and the Honorable Members of the 
Board of Administrators of the Charity Hospital of Louisiana, New Orleans. 

Gentlemen: 

We have the honor to present the report of the Physical Therapy 
Department of Charity Hospital, for the year ending June 30, 1935. 

For several years past, work in the Physical Therapy Department has 
been on the increase. The fiscal year which is now at its close, has been 
no exception. During 1934-1935 there has been a decided increase in patients 
as weU as in treatments. 

ACHIEVEMENTS: 

The department has taken a definite part in the teaching field: 
theoretical and practical courses for medical students and student nurses 
bare brought results which are most gratifying. 

The marked improvement in our present physical plant has resulted 
in definite efficiency throughout the department. We are grateful indeed 
for the change of location from the basement of the White Female Medical 
Building to the present Convalescent Home, 

The installation of Colonic Therapy has enabled us to treat certain 
conditions and associated metabolic diseases heretofore not amenable to 
medical supervision. 

Artificial fever by the electromagnetic induction current has been 
inaugurated as a means of producing fever instead of the usual diathermy 
and convective heat method. 

RECOMMENDATIONS: 

As mentioned in last year's report, we have, to a certain Extent, 
achieved success in our work, but having the interest of the hospital at 
heart and realizing that post graduate teaching in physical therapy may 
be inaugurated in Charity Hospital, we feel it our duty to make certain 
recommendations. Then, too, it is essential that we keep in line with the 
rapid advances in our particular field. 

In a hospital the size of Charity Hospital where many ultra-violet 
irradiations are given, the combining of the treatments to one or two 
groups treated daily from a carbon arc solarium of sufficient intensity to 
irradiate beneficially twenty or more patients at one time would naturally 
result in a shorter resident period with many other economies. We believe 
the department would be amiss if it were not instrumental in effecting the 
curtailing of the resident period of the in-patients, with its resultant reduc- 
ion of the per diem cost of hospitalization per patient wherever physical 
therapy is indicated and prescribed. 

A small well-equipped gymnasium, certain hydrotherapy equipment, 
and a proper set tip for fever therapy would make our department more 



efficient iu handling posture, cardiac, and neurological cases; all of win,: 
arc necessary to give proper instructions to medical students in |ili\ sit 

therapy. 

The efficiency of our department would be greatly increased if i 
could be divided into its several divisions, each iu charge of a graduaS 
technician who, in turn, would be responsible to the supervisor of l!) 
partment. 

RELATION TO THE HOSPITAL STAFF: 

Ai the present writing, it is evident, that many of the staff mi 
do inn full the usefulness of the Physical Therapy I> 

This is not to be wondered .a tor it is a highly specialized field and tft 
indications fox it- use, iu many instances, are not clearly understood. It is 
therefore, up to this department to do its best to serve the staff in a mos 
efficient manlier. We feel I hat ii the medical director of the depart 
would give occasional talks and motion picture exhibits at the nii 
medical and surgical staff meetings, there would be a better uud< 
and Ion between the Physical Therapj Department and otlu 

pari Itiilii s of the Hospital.

As will be noted the result obtained has been better due to the high 
doses given. Thanks to the assistance of the pathological laboratory where 
our extracts arc now prepared in large quantity at less expense to the State, 
we have been able to give higher doses to a larger number of patients. 

"We were in hupes of utilizing the residue from these extracts and 
lake a -fill greater saving to the State, but we found this portion 
of the fill rate less active. In very few instances (5) we found a more 
marked reaction with the Raccmized Extract than with the usual Extract,

<>! the Standard Extract dose is reached the patients are directed to report 
at long intervals throughout the year. 

Uur research with histamine, Bcetyicholm, Brook's Typho- Protein and 
ne is progressing satisfactorily. We are watching with interest possi- 
bilities of ionization and hydrochloric injections. The results obtained by 
OUT department with: high pollen doses at long intervals, regulation of the 
diet, of the liver and of the add base balance, and exacting from the pa- 
reports at fixed intervals, have been sufficiently encouraging to pre- 
I any radical change in our methods in favor of new ones.

A. Installation of a department for harboring at night Hay-Fever 
Istbma sufferers in an air conditioned ward completely filtered Bv 
part withdrawal from a pollen concentrated air, it has been found possible 
to build up a natural tolerance and enable the workman to "carry on." 

H Furthermore, by having a section specially devoted to those suf 
rearing from Asthma, an uninterrupted treatment could be given them' which 
resent is not feasible.

Gentlemen: 

I desire to present the annual report of the Medical Social Service 
Department from June 30, 1934 to July 1, 1935. 

In looking over the past year, the most outstanding achievements that 
been accomplished by the Social Service Department are the Follow- 
Up Irograms in the Salv ir. ,„. Eye, Metabolic, Tuberculosis and Tumor 
Ulmics and the Courses to the medical students and to the graduate and 
Student nurses In other years because of lack of workers, no special 
emphasis could be given this phase of the work and while we yet (all

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CLINICAL SERVICE 

The following achievements and explanation of work done in the 
various clinics may seem small in comparison with the size of the hospital, 
but they mark a beginning towards more intensive work with both patients 
and doctors: 

SALVARSAN CLINIC 

During the years 1931 and 1935, the present follow-up system was 
inaugurated in the Salvarsan Clinic, It consists of a double card file nan 
by a nurse and a social worker. The file cards are marked weekly when 
the patient attends the clinic and the nurse is responsible for notifying the 
social worker when the patient becomes delinquent. She is also responsible 
hi:l follow-up letters and for making follow-up visits. She makes on 
an average of from t)0 to 100 visits a month. Considering that three quarters 
of her lime is used in clinic work, such as marking cards, following up 
patients who are to receive enductolherm and malaria therapy, and in 
sending letters, the number of visits is large. In view of the number that 
should be made, however, it is smalL 

The problem of follow-up is complicated: (1) by the fact that the 
colored patients move so often that it is difficult to keep in contact with 
them; (2 1 that there are a great number of patients from out in the parishes 
who report for two or three treatments and then return home. In some 
hes, we are able to arrange for treatment through the i'arish Health 
Unit and the local doctor. Since January 1935, we have had more success 
in arranging for this treatment, as the parish welfare associations have 
funds with which they can help the patient procure medicine and treatment 
with the aid of the local doctors who are willing to give the treatment 
free. Before January 1935, it was a most dismal outlook for patients 
side of Orleans Parish and there were only four or five p;n 
in which we could arrange for anti-luetic treatment. 

The social worker's file contains information regarding the patient's 
family, other members of his family who may be receiving treatment, ltis 
diagnosis, and information regarding where the • patient is known, and 
whether or not he is receiviug assistance from the local relief agency. This 
file is very helpful: (1) because it gives identifying information which al- 
lows us to clear through the confidential exchange, and (2) because it 
information about those patients who are known to relief agencies. 
, ii]> file is also useful to the doctor as an aid in research work. 
M phase of follow-up has been that of discovering other members ol 
the family who have also contracted the disease. It was felt by the S 
worker that little could be accomplished by curing one member ol 
family of syphilis if other members of the family had the disease and wsre 
allowed to go untreated or undiscovered. In July 1934, the social worker

On all cnduclotherm cases she has an „,!,„«■ 
filled cm, bv ,h, doctor, sees that a urinalysis, a End "cou^ Z Ta MooS 
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chemistry are done in the choic a few days before admission and that this 
information is noted on the admission slip. Every effort is made to have 
the patient kept in the hospital the shortest period of time possible and 
to have all work that can be done in the clinic done before the patient is 
admitted. To date, 11 patients have been admitted for enductotherm therapy 
and 15 for malaria therapy. 

A total of 6S75 patients have been treated in. the Salvarsan Clinic. At 
the present time, there are a total of 534 cases both white and colored on 
long rest periods; i. e., six weeks, two months, three months, lour months or 
si» months A total of 27 patients have died, from one cause or another, since 
bcgitmiiiK their anli-luetic treatment. A total of 314 patients have been trans- 
ferred to other clinics or to local doctors for treatment, while 103 patients have 
been discharged from the clinic by the Doctors as cured or as uncoopera- 
in refusing treatment. There are a great many patients delinquent in their 
treatments at the present time. Several are delinquent because they are 
working and cannot arrange to come in for treatment. It has been found 
almost impossible to make arrangements for white patients who are n 
ing, A large number of patients are earning on an average of twelve to fif- 
teen dollars a week and are supporting families. It is impossible (or them 
to pay private doctors and yet there is no clink in New Orleans where 
they can receive treatment after working hours, For colored patients we 

ble to make arrangements for treatment, bnt here the patient usually 

• • pay for his medications, and on the small salaries that they cam, 
they often find it difficult. 

There are at least SOU patients who have returned to their local parishes 
for whom it is impossible to get treatment or to get them to return to 
clinic weekly for treatment. There is another group of about 100 to 160 cases 
where we have been unable to get the patient to return to the clinic even 
after repeated home visits. 

During the past three or four months the social worker in the obstet- 
rical clinic has started a similar contact examination Die. tie social 
worker not only in the obstetrical clinic but also on the obstetrical ward 
and has a very fine opportunity to follow the patients and their new-born 
children. 

When a case of syphilis is referred to Salvarsan Clinic and the patient 
is pregnant, she is automatically referred to the social worker in the 
obstetrical clink, who arranges for her medical treatment and for examina- 
tion of other members of the family. It is of assistance to the doctor on 
the ward to know that his patients have been treated for syphilis in the 
Salvarsan Clinic. The social worker also follows the children and when 
they have been found to have congenital syphilis, she sees that Ihey are 
registered in the anti-luctic clinic for treatment. As yet, the work in the 
clinic is relatively small but is growing by leaps and bounds. 

EYE CLINIC 

Medical follow-up in the Eye Clinic is not done on all patients Ojtttj 

its who arc referred to the social worker for follow-up and those with 

the following diagnoses are contacted; glaucoma, interstitial keratitis, 

phlyctenular keratitis, gonorrheal ophthalmia, acute choroiditis, iritis, retini- 

trachoma, high refractive errors, especially myopia, and all cases of 

imus and congenital cataracts. The number of patients fallowed has 

been growing rapidly from month to month. In January, 167 patients were 

followed; in February, 389; in March, 453; in April, 442; in May, 507 and 

in June, 510, 
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All blind reporting to eye clinic are interviewed. If they 

arc in need and are not known to any agency, th icrred to 

local Parish Wei/are Association for aid. Blind patients of school age are 
referred to the State School for the Ehud in Baton Rouge. Patients who 
have passed the school age are referred to the Louisiana Commission t« 
the Blind for instruction at home. Children with defective vision for 
whom sight conservation classes are necessary are referred to the Orleans 
Parish School Board for placement in a class. 

This winter, a scries of lectures on Diseases of the Eye was given by 
re of the leading Ophthalmologists of New Orleans. These lectures 
were arranged through Hie effurls of the social worker for children 
defective vision of the Orleans Parish School Hoard and the social worker 
in the Eye Clinic at Charily Hospital The lectures were attended by the 
teachers of the sight saving classes to the city and soctal workers of various 
social agencies in the community.

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Besides the doctor, nurse, social worker, and medical student (in 
summer] in the diabetic clinic, there is a volunteer dietitian. She works 
out the diets for the patients according to the foods that he likes and is 
accustomed to eating. Copies of these diets are sent, when desired, to the 
agency giving relief to the patient. 

The social worker remains in the clinic while the patients are heing 
seen and attempts to carry out recommendations made by the doctor as 
,;t, insulin, and hospitalization for the patients. Insulin is supplied by 
the social agencies when the patients are receiving assistance; other re- 
• sources are utilized when the patients are independent. In all cases, some 
been made for the patients to take insulin when prescribed. 
Reports are sent to the agencies giving insulin to patients", and any change 
in the insulin dosage noted. Every attempt is made to stimulate the interest 
of the patient and the agency in carrying out the treatment advised. Con- 
ferences with the agencies and home visits are other means of interpreting 
the nature of the disease, besides clinic and office interviews. 

DIBERT TUBERCULOSIS FOLLOW-UP 

The follow-up of tuberculosis patients in the John Dibert Memorial is 
carried on by a social worker and a graduate nurse. AH patients from Or- 
leans Parish, Jefferson Parish, and sections of St. Bernard Parish are auto- 
matically referred by the physician in charge of the ward and are contacted 
immediately upon admission. Patients from other parishes are contacted 
by the Social Service when they refer themselves or when they are referred 
by the doctor, nurse, interested individual, or social agency. 

It has not been advisable to attempt a hundred percent contact of 
patients from all parishes as the facilities for medical follow-up in these 
parishes have been inadequate, It is hoped that in the near future it wilt 
be possible to work out a complete medical follow-up program in the rural 
parishes, through the cooperation of the Louisiana Pubu'e Health and 
Tuberculosis Association and its various units. 

Upon admission, the Dibert patient is interviewed with the motive 
of establishing friendly relations, of ascertaining the patient's problems, of 

■ling social information, and of securing permission to visit in the 
home. A home visit is then made by the social worker or nurse and the 
contacts are urged to attend Charity Hospital Clinic if they are not re- 
g medical attention elsewhere. The patient and his family are assisted 
by the social worker or some other social agency in the community in solv- 
ing domestic or financial problems. 

When the contacts are examined in Charity Hospital Clinic, they are 

followed-up over a long period of time and reminded by letters or home 

to return at intervals. When patients are discharged from the 

tal they are assisted in adjusting in their own homes, or new en- 
vironments, and are also followed-up as long as circumstances of health 
or finances demand. 

Admissions to the Dibert Memorial from the state of Louisiana from 

l. 1934 to January I. 1035 totaled approximately 325. Of this num- 

176 were from Orleans Parish, 14 from Jefferson, and 4 from St. 

Bernard. This means that approximately 194 new patients received intensive 

medical Follow-up during 1934. These figures will probably be characteristic 

1985. 
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Approximately 200 persons are contacted each month throunh ] 
home visits, or personal interviews, in an attempt to have them report 
periodically to the clinic for physical examinations as tuberculosis com 
During the past year four active cases of tuhcrculosis were discovered 
through these check-ups. None of these persons were receiving anv medical 
attention and all were employed at the time of the examination. Two ot 
these patients have been admitted to Dibert Memorial and two havtj 
been placed on rest cures at home. All are responding to treatment and in, 
each case the prognosis is favorable. 

Chest X-Rays of contacts have revealed many cases of susp 
tuberculosis. These patients are carefully supervised in the home as to 
diet, and regular clink attendance, 

COLORED TUBERCULOSIS FOLLOW-UP 

During the latter part of the past year a follow-up system anions the 
colored tuberculosis patients was started. This follow-up cannot lie done oa 
a hundred percent basis because there are so few beds in the Bi 
Building, 23 beds for men and 14 beds for women, which means tn 
patients cannot be centralized as they are in Dibert Memorial. The wards,

TUMOR CLINIC 

In the social treatment of cases of malignancy in the Tumor Clinic 
three problems are met with most frequently. One problem is the economic' 
adjustment necessary when the patient is the wage cam , IU | is th< 

difficulty encountered tn persuading a patient with personality maladjust 
in. ms to receive treatment; sad, the third involves arranging for colored 

mta to receive courses of deep K-Ray therapy. 

In considering (he first problem, it is found that if treatment , 
w instituted early, tin patient can usually continue working. As most 
lancy, however, are advanced when treatment is soukIh 

often impossible for thi I to resume work. In these lati.-, 

either some other member of the family must assume the responsihih,

problem, that ol p patients with behavior difficulties to r, 

treatment, , because it often means that the prognosis is t -|, 

due to delay En receiving treatment. The third problem is complicated l» 
tlw fact that there an no facilities available in New Orleans providliw 
temporary placement for negroes, regardless of diagnosis. The fact that 
deep X Ray therapy is given weekly for periods of six weeks witl 

Only three or four weeks between the course of treatment, make il difficult 
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for patients to remain in New Orleans for so long a time and hospital 
care during the six weeks period is, of course, unnecessary as well as 
impossible. 

The Tumor Clinic was started in September 1933 and since October, 
1033 there has been a social worker connected with it During this period 
.")07 patients have reported to clinic. Follow-up of each case of malignancy 
is continued throughout the patient's life and in cases which prove to be 

•lalignant, [ollow-up in continued until discharge from the clinic. Of 
the 667 cases, 134 have died and 179 have been discharged. Of the current 

which includes cases of both malignancy and non-malignancy, four 
have been lost. Only one of these had a positive biopsy. .Seventeen of the 
284 crises have refused to return for further treatment. Twelve are cases 
■ if mallguancy. All of these patients are contacted every three months, in, 
an attempt to persuade them to return for treatment, as well as to keep 
them under observation. Ten of the cases of malignancy will not return 
because treatment already received has destroyed the growth and relieved. 
the patients of all former symptoms. Eighteen cases are delinquent and, of 
these, five had diagnoses of malignancy. These patients have not returned 
to the clinic on account of lack of funds for transportation to New Or 
and agencies are being asked to arrange for return, in each case. In an 
attempt to keep the patients reporting regularly both for treatment and 
Observation, it has been necessary to send out approximately 100 follow- 
up letters each month and make approximately 30 home visits a month. 

LETTERS WRITTEN 

The number of letters written by the department averages over -11)00 
a month. In January, 4,210 letters were written and 4S4 of that number 
were in answer to inquiries regarding the patient's health, and were not 

n to the Social Service Department. This meant that the information 
• i!it, lined from the charts was scant and really not worth the work it. en- 
tailed in answering the letters. It has been the practice of the Social 
.Service Exchange to have the hospitals register 100%. This is nut done 

here and, recently, the Exchange has decided not to give out registra- 
tions prior to two years, and then only on selected diagnoses. This practice, 
and also the fact that it is more important to send a patient in for a recent 
will mean a decrease in the number of letters of this kind and 
wilt enable the department to render more constructive services. 

TEACHING PROGRAM 

This -year, eight first year students and one second year student from 

the Tulanc University School of Social Work came to the department for their 

uork experience. There were no students on half time jobs this year 

and the school sent an instructor to take charge of the field work. The 

nit excellently and there was good cooperation between the 

ind the staff. 

The course on Social Aspects of Medicine was given to the S4 senior 
medical students of the Louisiana State University Medical Center during 
the first semester. ! were given during the first half of the course 

and the second p:<rt of the course was devoted to field work. We consider 
■ntial for the medical students to know and understand something of 
(he social conditions of the patients in relation, to their significant 
medical treatment and, therefore, the visits to the homes of the pa: 
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is important. Because Charity Hospital is a state institution and its tubercu- 
losis unit Louses 200 patients, a survey o£ the home conditions of 104 
of these local patients was made by the medical students, Approxim 
50% of the patients are from Orleans Parish and each student was 
two cases to visit in order to 4etermine adequacy of income, proper hous- 
ing and diet, the use of precautionary measures, the examination of con- 
tacts, and the tike. The courses to medical students is one that tno 
the medical schools throughout the country is very much concerned with. 
and the need of correlating the social and medical factors in medicine is 
essentia! in these days, when so much stress is being laid upon the social 
significance of the health problems of the nation. 

Courses in psychology and sociology are given to the student nurses. 
The nurses come to the Social Service Department for a few hours each 
week for a period of a month for conference with the social workers. In 
this way they arc made aware of the social side of illness and of some 
of the problems which confront their patients. University courses in so- 
ciology are also given to the graduate nurses by a member of the staff. 

FEDERAL EMERGENCY RELIEF ADMINISTRATION 

Tin- number of patients leferred by the Federal Emergency Relief 
Administration has increased tremendously.

The Department hits neither workers nor the space to handle the 
work adequately and a conference was held with the Federal Finer 
Relief Administration to sec if we could not arrive at some understai 
w hen' patients into the clinic for treatment and not 

examination. Work done in such quant neither be benefici 

. -rved nor in the Social Service Department which has to turn 
out work in too hurried a fashion to do justice to their job. The 

B had Hie following results: The Federal Emergency Relief Ad- 
ministration has supplied us with stenographers from their work pr. 
ami the Social I Kpartment has given consultant service to the 

eight Federal Emergency Relief Administration districts. Eight of our 
workers spend an hour each week at the various districts and is on call at 
all times for advice. In various other states, medical social workers 
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been loaned to the Federal Emergency Relief Administration; however, 
our pian has worked out satisfactorily. The need of interpreting medical social 
work to other social agencies is very important. 

COMMUNITY PARTICIPATION 

The staff ha.s participated actively in numerous community programs. 
Several workers have given talks and one worker wrote an article on the 
follow-up of the Charity Hospital Tumor Clinic in the October number 
•of the Orleans Parish Medical Journal 

Case conferences, so necessary in interpreting the work of the depart- 
ment and in bringing about a better understanding, have been, held by t lie 
case supervisor and the workers with all the social agencies of the city. 

Last year the four hospitals in New Orleans with Social Service De- 
portments formed an association. This year, it became the Gulf Di 
of the National Organization of the American Association of Medical Social 
Workers. The Director of the Department has been elected to the executive 
committee of this National Organization. In April 1935, the Medical Social 
Workers in New Orleans found that there was emergent need of a fund 
to supply high caloric diets to local patients with tuberculosis and with 
potential tuberculosis, who were not the responsibility of any relief agency 
and who were not eligible for relief bur whose resources were not sufficient 

>ver such diets. In New Orleans, the only attempt to meet this need 
consisted of two small funds which provided milk and that only to children. 
In view of this, and as forty individuals needing help in securing high 
caloric diets were referred in one month by doctors at Charity Hospital 
alone, a plan was worked out whereby the schools including the colleges, 
high schools, and grammar schools, both public and private would be asked 
toward a fund. This plan was carried out hy members of 
the Social Service Department of Charity Hospital and during April and 
May contributions amounting to S171.41 were secured. In June, it was 
decided to use this money to provide high caloric diets for three of the 

referred for six months. At the conclusion of the six months' period, 
rill be used as part of a demonstration to show the need as 
well as the results obtained from such a fund to the community, 
hoped that in this way new and continuous contributions can be secured. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

The need of more office space can not be too strongly emphasized. 
The overcrowding of the staff is serious but when Hie clinic patients arrive 
in the morning, freedom of movement in the office is not possible. There 

■ privacy for the patient or the worker and it is difficult to do one's 
work. When there is more office space available, the staff should be in- 

ed. The individual workers arc carrying too heavy a case load. 

The care for chronics in Orleans Parish has been solved by the new 
city Department of Public Welfare which has made care for them possible 
in the Touro-Shakcspeare Home. It is interesting to note that in our 
1932 report this reiommcndation was suggested. If the chronics and homeless 
patients belonging to the rest of the state could be similarly cared for, 
there would be many more beds available in Charity Hospital for acutely 
ill patients. A State Department of Public Welfare is needed and the crea- 
tion of a few hospitals for chronics and almshouses for the homeless, p] 
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in strategic points throughout the State, would be most helpful. We ore 
sadly in need of more facilities for colored convalescent and tuberculosis 
patients and for preventorium care for children. 

STATISTICAL REPORT 

Following is an analysis of the types of services to the 14,531 cases 
referred to the Social Service Department during the past year: of these 
14,531 cases 7tl;j were full study and 13,736 were less intensive eases A 
record is kept on all of the cases but the former are classed as intensive 
in the Social Statistics which axe sent to the Children's Bureau in tt'ush- 
ington every month.

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Using our report for 1931 as a basis of comparison, we find thai i h 
total number of diets has increased from 63,836 for that year to an annual 
total of 88,127 for the past year. The types of diets have also changed. 
Diabetic diets, during these years, have increased in number from 5MJ 
to 13,611; high prouin diets have increased by 500; pellagra diets bav< 
decreased from 5,765 to 2,515; typhoid diets have decreased by 2,000 but 
are still regrettably high. During the last few years, diet has come to be 
recognized as a means of treating certain allergic conditions; the records 
in the past year show that the department served 105 allergy diets and 1 
Rowe's elimination diets, neither of which is listed among the diets si 
in 1931. Liquid diets are a type of special diet; for these, the depan 
prepared 60,(522 pints of various nutritional beverages.

responsible for seeing that the food reaches the X£?J%*gSL 
out this duty intelligently she must have a knowledge of dietetics. 

The following courses are given to student nurses; 

Preliminary Nutrition: Lecture and laboratory 30 hours. 
Diet in Disease: Lecture and laboratory 30 hums.

Iinrine the past year, the Therapeutic Dietitian served as a member 
r( the Faculty of the Nursing education Division of the Louisiana btate 
University. A three-semester hour course in Advanced Dietetics was con- 
ducted. 

T)l „ tnfant Feedine Dietitian assists the physicians and social workers 
on tJo aftemoonra we K ek in the Well-B a hy Clink-. The department would 
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like to be of assistance in the clinics for diabetics, nephritics and other 
patients whose diet is of primary importance, but this is impossible at 
present because of under-staffing and crowded clinical conditions. 

IMPROVEMENTS 

The Milliken Kitchen has been the recipient of many favors. Th 
room has been enlarged and equipped with a new Frigidaire. A new Hobart 
Mixer, a potato dicer, and other equipment have also proved their worth. 
Plans are still being drawn for the promised milk dispenser, which 
serve both the doctors' and nurses' dining-rooms. 

The Bakery, too, has been improved with a flour bin, elevator- 
sifter, a dough miser, and a small oven. 

The Main Kitchen received a meat and vegetable slicer. 

One of the small dining-rooms has been converted into a much needed 
office for the Chief Dietitian. 

The above improvements have conserved both time and labor and, 
consequently, have greatly increased the efficiency of the department. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

We call attention to Sister Gonzaga's reports for the last five 
years. Summarized, these may be expressed by two words: MORE SPACE. 

A piece of equipment, which is much needed at the present time, 
a glass and dishwashing machine for Main Kitchen Cafeteria. 

The serving of both the general and special diets requires the assist- 
ance of an additional trained dietitian. This has never been possihle 
Charity Hospital, but we hope in the coming year to add at least , 
ward dietitian to our staff. 

APPRECIATION 

The Dietary Department is grateful to Sister Gonzaga. This report 
is really the result of her work and it is due to her efficient manage- 
that the standards of the department are tending towards the ideal 
her successor, I shall try to carry on her splendid work. In the short ti; 
that I have been here, the kind co-operation of the whole organiaati 
makes- me hope to continue giving the services Sister Gonzaga has so 
well begun.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF NURSING SERVICE 

July 15, 1935. 

To the Board of Administrators and Doctor Arthur Vidrine, Supen 
dent, the State of Louisiana Charity Hospital, New Orleans: 

Gentlemen: 

I desire to present the annual report of the Nursing Department for 
the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1931 and ending June 30, 1935. 

In reviewing the activities of the Nursing Department during the 
year just past, we find it impossible to begin without a brief comment on 
the seemingly over- whelming responsibility which rests upon the nursing 
staff of Charity Hospital. A daily census of the occupancy of the hospital, 
taken by actual count, shows that we are averaging over twenty-one 
hundred patients daily. The major portion of the care and treatment of 
these sick human beings, after they have passed through our admitting 
department, is borne by the nursing group. Over-crowded conditions which 
prevail, due to inadequate hospital space and old, inconvenient buildings, 
render good nursing service to this mass of suffering humanity . well-nigh 

sible. The size of our nursing staff would need to be increased three- 
fold to serve efficiently this great number of sick, and even this increase 

iff would not lessen our burden materially as long as we continue to 
labor under such great physical difficulties and inconveniences. 

NURSING PERSONNEL 

It has been necessary to employ approximately fifty additional grad- 
uate nurses during this past year to meet pressing hospital needs and to 
provide vacation relief for the regular nursing group. A graduate nurse 
was placed on duty in the Basal Metabolic Room; another was added to 
the staff of the Physical Therapy Department to give Fever Therapy 
treatments; a nurse anesthetist was assigned to the White Obstetrical De- 
partment; two graduates were appointed Night Supervisors iu the Colored 
Male and Female Buildings; two General Duty Nurses were added to the 
Convalescent Home staff; besides, additional nurses have been assigned 
to the Plaster Room, t lie Dibert Tubercular Unit, the Cystoscopic Room, 
the Doctors' and Nurses' Infirmaries, the Admitting Room (Night), and two 
nurses have been employed as follow-up workers in Tuberculosis and 
Syphilis. 

Our entire nursing group now numbers three hundred and forty-sis; 
this include!' our -supervising Sisters, our graduate nurses, both white and 
• 1, our student nurses, affiliating students, and post-graduate students." 
readily seen that we have a huge problem of under staffing and that 
our ratio of nurses to patients is very low. It is with the full confidence 
thai you will be sympathetic and appreciative of these problems that we 
present them to you. 

EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM 

Our educational program for our graduate staff includes the t (filial ion. 

mentioned in last year's report, with the Teachers' College of the Louisiana 

University. Four members of our supervisory staff were awarded 

Bachelor of Science Degrees in Nursing Education in 1934, and eleven are 

candidates for degrees this year. Seventy-four nurses were enrolled for the 
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courses during the year and sixty-nine are now in the midst of summer 
classes. Our nurses are to be commended for their efforts to secure higher 
education. These college courses do not interfere with their regular duties 
in the hospital; the nurses make the sacrifice of their time off dm 
take advantage of the opportunities offered by the Louisiana State L'ni- 
veiwir y. 

Post-graduate courses in Obstetrical Nursing, Operating Room Tech- 
nique, and Anesthesia were offered during the year. Thirty-three nurses 
entered for the first two courses named; a separate report is being uiadc 
by the Department of Anesthesia. 

Affiliation was carried on with six schools of nursing this year. These 
schools are located in Louisiana, Alabama, Arkansas and Florida. Thes 
filiating students spend from three to six months in needed services am! 
carry classwork as agreed upon between the faculty of their home school 
and the Director of our School of Nursing. 

One hundred and forty-three students are now enrolled in our School 
of Nursing. The conflicting dual functions of educating these young girls 
according to standards set forth by our National League of Nursing Kdu- 
cation and of providing nursing service to the patients in the hospital 
been a source of constant anxiety during this past year. Our students art 
working nine hours daily and are carrying a responsibility which is weighing 
too heavily upon their young shoulders. A sufficiently large General I 
Staff of graduate nurses would relieve the students of the great burden ,.i 
work and permit us to plan their educational program according to the 
standards of the better nursing schools of today. 

It is regrettable that so many excellent facilities in the hospital 
cannot be used for teaching our students, even though these same facili- 
ties ire within our reach. Uur large Dibert unit could well supply am 
experience in Tuberculosis; the social aspect of nursing could be oh1 
by placing our students on duty in the Social Service Department; ttad 
Qut-Patient Department has a wealth of material which could he utilized 
in teaching. Vet, as mentioned above, the size of our nursing group jj 
inadequate to supply our present needs, and, consequently, we do not feel 
thai we can take students from halls where the sick need their ser 
and place tin-in in departments where they are not needed, but where ex- 
perience gained would round out and complete their nursing knowledge. 

ACTIVITIES OF STAFF MEMBERS 

The Louisiana Slate Nurses' Association and the State League of 
Nursing Education met in Baton Rouge last October. A goodly number of 
our nursing staff attended and participated in the program.

Gentlemen: 

The report for the School of Nursing, Division of Anesthesia, is here- 
with presented: 

The Charity Hospital School of Anesthesia came into existence in 
1917, when a three months course in the study and practice of administering 
ether and chloroform anesthesia was introduced under the direction of the 
Sisters of Charity, Two nurses who were graduates of the Charity Hospitat 
School of Nursing and one nurse who was a graduate of the Hotel Dieu 
School oi Nursing of New Orleans, enrolled as the first students. One of 
these, Miss Adele Fontan was retained in the hospital as resident anesthet- 
ist and instructor in the art of anesthesia. In 1923, she was replaced by 
Miss Mary E. Koenig, our present instructor. Since the inauguration of 
the course, two hundred and forty-five certificates have been issued. 

ORGANIZATION OF THE COURSE 

The course, which now covers a period of four months, is open to 
graduate registered nurses only. It includes complete instruction in I he 
administration of ether, ethylene and nitrous oxide gas. The machines used 
arc the McKesson, the Metric, the Ben Morgan Ether Machine and the 
Heidbrink. Lectures are given by one of the house surgeons. At the com- 
pletion of the course a certificate is given the student and she is eligible 
for admission to the National Nurse Anesthetists' Association. 

An interesting comparison of the types of anesthesia in popular use 
during the changing years is made by contrasting the records of the first 
Student anesthetists with those of late years. When the course was begun 
i I 1 VU 7, experience in ether and chloroform anesthesia only was obtained. 

machines were introduced in Charity Hospital in IBIS. In 1927, the 
student anesthetist administered approximately two hundred and fifty 
ether and forty gas anesthetics; in 1935, she is giving about two hundred 
and twenty-five ether and one hundred gas anesthetics. It is important 
to note the increasing popularity of gas anesthesia. The advent 
anesthesia within the past few years has greatly inhibited the use of general 
anesthetics and the number of students enrolled for the course is ac- 
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cordingly low. Each student requires so much individual help that only one 
or two are admitted at a time. 

PERSONNEL 

The personnel of the department now includes the chief an 
who is also instructor in anesthesia, her assistant, two house anesthetists 
who are subject to call in the general Operating Rooms, the Eye, Ear, Nose 
and Throat Rooms, the Plaster Rooms, Emergency Rooms and the Ob- 
stetrical Departments at night. An anesthetist is "also on constant 'tuty 
in each of the Obstetrical units in the daytime. Seven students are at 
present engaged to the course. 

STATISTICS 

Applications and Admissions: — During 1934 there were seventy-five 
applications for the course in Anesthesia; nineteen students were admitted 
and completed the course. Forty-sis applications have been received since 
January first, of this year; and nine certificates have been awarded. 

Two courses in Anesthesia are awarded yearly to the School of N 
ing. These are coveted scholarships and are given in recognition of out. 
standing work in the operating room. 

Number of Anesthetics Administered; — The following statistics give 
some idea of the tremendous load carried by the Division of Anesthesia 
during the past year as well as the valuable contribution the department 
is making towards the successful accomplishment of the surgical and ob- 
stetrical work in the hospitaL
